THs Savior was crucified, His personal labor on earth was completed, His 
spirit had gone “to preach deliverance to the captives” who had lain in 
the prison house for many days; and after three days fulfilling the sign 
of Jonah and the whale, the grave delivered up its dead, the seal of state 
on the tomb was burst asunder, and with His immortal body the Savior 
appeared unto Mary and later to the disciples, saying: “All power is 
given unto mein heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost: teaching them to observe all things whateocever I have 
commanded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” Matt. xxviii: 18—20. However, they were to tarry at Jerusalem 
until endued with power from on high; or, to use John the Baptist’s 
words, until they were “baptized with the Holy Ghost and with fire.” 

. Mention has already been made of the astounding effect this baptism of 
the Holy Ghost had upon the Apostles in the eyes of the assembled Jews 
on the day of Pentecost, which was the first labor the Apostles publicly 
executed in the ministry after their Master's crucifixion. But there was 
an item of vital interest mentioned by Peter on the day, which perfeetly 
accorded with the Saviors promise, quoted above, when he used these 
words: “And ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. For the 
promise is unto you, and to your children, and to all thet are afae off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall call,” Acts ii: 39. 

Messiah promised to be with His disciples unto the end of the world; 
His witnesses were’ to bear record of Him “both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of theearth.” Acts i: 8;

Peter positively applied the Lord’s promise, through Joel, of His Spirit 
unto all that “the Lord our God shall call.” A review of these statements 
clearly shows that the promise of the baptism of the Holy Ghost extended 
unto any who would render obedience to “the Gospel of Christ,” Gal. i: 7; 
not only through the ministry and teachings of the twelve Apostles, but 
through the labors of ‘any of the servants of God, who are “called of God 
as Was Aaron.” “Aa?on was called by the Prophet Moses through revelation 
from God,\Ex. xxviii: 1, to execute the duties of the priest’s office. Men 
who are called to labor in the Lord’s vineyard after this manner will always 
be recognized by God, because this is His method of placing the duties of 
_the priesthood upon men ; viz, by revelation and the laying on of hands. He 
who attempts to administer in the affairs of the priesthood without being 
‘divinely called is liable to be devoured by fire eventually, as were Nadab 
and Abibu, Lev. x: 1,2, the sons of Aaron; they like two hundred and fifty 
of the princes of Israel, Num. xvi, may not escape being pitched down 
alive into the pit caused by the earth’s opening her mouth and swallowing 
them up, or a kindred fatality, unless they repent and turn unto the Lord 
of Hosts. But one thing has been proved and stands as a stinging rebuke 
against all who “teach for doctrine the commandments of men” and 
assume to labor in the priest’s office without proper, divine authority; 
and is exemplified by the passages in Acts xix. They have not power to 
accomplish anything in the name of the Lord. All who render obedience 
unto the laws of the Gospel, are promised the testimony of Jesus by having 
the Holy Ghost conferred upon them. Many to-day teach baptism as 
being essential to salvation, which is true; but when a man teaches this 
doctrine, he should be qualified to make the same promise as Peter, “ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost;” and if they dare not make that 
promise, they can be stamped boldly as impostors, concerning whom the 
Savior said: “Many will say unto me in that day, Lord, Lord, have we 
not prophesied in thy name? * * . And then will I 
profess. unto them, I never knew you: depart from me, ye that work 
iniquity.”—Matt. vil: 22. 

. As early as Paul’s day men were found perverting the doctrines of 
Christ through fallible, human hermeneutics and having entered the fold 
as “grievous wolves” Acts xx: 28—30, were not sparing of the flock. The 
Saints through the “persecutions and tribulations” they had to endure, 
Ii Thess. ii: 3,4, were either martyred, or caused to barter away the 
searching truths of God and “depart from the faith,” I Tim. iv: 1—3, to 
annex themselves to a class of wicked people who had “a form of godliness” 
II Tim. iii: 1—5, but denied the power thereof; yea, they would even 
deny “the Lord that bought them.” The outcome of this “falling away” 
was, that the body of the Church was destroyed, and the powerful Spirit 
that had given life unto it, the priesthood, typified by John, Rev. xii: as 
the “manchild,” was taken unto God the author of it; just as the spirit of 
man “returns unto God who gave it,” when the grave receives his lifeless 
body. Mankind left thus alone to guide the rudderless ship of life by their 
own frail wisdom upon the perilous sea of uncertainty and error, have 
been tossed to and fro, and their ship has stranded long since upon the 
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rock of heresy, and confusion and tumult prevails in the religious world. 
They say, “God has not openly spoken since the last of the Apostles died,” 
and resultant darkness in spiritual matters covers the earth and people to 
such an extent that as Isaiah foretold, Isa. xxiv: 17, “Fear, and the pit, 
and the snare, are upon thee, O inhabitant of the earth,” and ye are 
struggling like drowning men among the multitudinous sects of modern 
Christendom mentally grasping for light which they can not shed upon 
you. 

“OQ house of Jacob, come ye, and let us walk in the light of the Lord,” 
Isa. ii: 5. God has again spoken from the Heavens, raised up prophets, 
established His Gospel, restored His Spirit and priesthood and the 
authority thereof and has commanded: “Cry out and shout, thou inhabi- 
tant of Zion: for great is the Holy One of Israel in the midst of thee,”

PRESIDENT R. Aveson of the Manchester Conference sends the following 
from Patricroft, dated December 19, 1894: “For several weeks past we 
have been laboring in Urmston, three miles south of Patricroft. In 
tracting and conversation we have met with more encouragement there 
than at any other place in this part of the conference. We first became 
acquainted with a family named Francis, three of whom attended one of 
our meetings at Patricroft. In the neighborhood where this family resides 
there is no meeting house of any denomination, and of late the people in 
that vicinity have been in the habit of holding weekly cottage meetings. 
Credit is due to a Mrs. Grover as being prime mover in this matter. 
Having learned that the Francis family had loaned one of our tracts to 
said Mrs. Grover (who is a member of the Church of England), we pro- 
ceeded to her residence and had a pleasant conversation for an hour and 
a half with her. A few days ago I left word with the Francis family (who 
are regular attendants at the cottage meetings referred to) that we would 
be pleased to assist at these weekly meetings, if our aid was desired. 
December 12 I received an invitation to attend one of the cottage meetings, 
which would take place on the 13th inst. Elder W. J. Lee and I were 
present at the time appointed. It was at the house of a Mr. and Mrs. 
Blair, a nice, congenial couple. The meetings have been conducted by a Mr. 
Williamson, a Wesleyan, and a Mr. McKellan, a Baptist, two young men. 
It appears that the attendants at these meetings have occasionally been 
disappointed by the non-appearance of the two young preachers. The 
week previous to our visit an occurrence of this kind had transpired. A 
few minutes before meeting commenced, Mr. Blair began to be doubtful 
as to having anyone to lead in the service, when Mr. Francis, turning 
round to Elder Lee and myself, said: ‘These gentlemen can conduct it.’
